problema that the admlalatratora of 
government, either Blate, county, or 
local, have to contend with tu the ad¬ 
ministration of public affaire, aod that 
le the oare of paupera, Imbecllea, aod 
the loaaoe, and other classes of unfortu¬ 
nates who are dependent upon tha Htate 
or town for their oare and maintenance.

It is a 
flttlog rebuke to koerlah politicians, 
who, under the guise of charity are 
continually framing and furthering 
Schemes for the looting of a too well 
filled State treasury.
